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Visitors entering the expansive Grand Hall entrance 
of the new Pentagon Library and Conference Cen-
ter are welcomed by a poignant three dimension-
al mural. The mural honors the military services.

The art piece commemorates military achievements, by 
pairing symbolic images with a series of meaningful 
words. The 600 square foot mural is comprised of more 
than thirty sculptured panels and weighs 4,000 pounds.  
Each of the clay, hand sculpted panels were created to 
convey some of the sentiments attributed to the military 
- Pride, Honor and Family.  The designers’ intent was to 
create an art piece that “honors the individuals who serve 
and have served in the United States Armed Forces, -true

heroes, whether in the battlefi eld or in a support position.”  
The mural was constructed using a precise sculpting process.  
Each panel was hand sculpted in clay. The mural’s interior cast 
stone panels were formed in molds and set in silicone. Next, 
the panels were removed from the molds, washed, sanded, 
and applied with a fi nish.  The result - an interior cast stone 
that captures the mural’s fi nite details, while maintaining a 
lightweight composure and distinctive fi nish.

The mural’s design was a joint effort, which included PENREN 
and its major contractor, selected architecture fi rms, and De-
partment of Defense representatives. 

PLC2 MURAL HONORS MILITARY SERVICES

The Pentagon Renovation and Construction Program Offi ce 
(PENREN) celebrate another signifi cant project milestone – 
the completion of the new Pentagon Library and Conference 
Center (PLC2).  The project was a collaboration of PENREN, 
Army, Department of Defense Concessions Committee 
(DoDCC), and several administrative offi ces. The transforma-
tion of the former Pentagon Athletic Center to the new PLC2 
was completed in October 2006.  The project was completed 
two years after its construction launched in 2004. 

Today, PLC2 boasts functionality and sustainable architectural 
design. However, the project presented some major renovation 
challenges for PENREN. One of the project’s most signifi cant 
challenge was its original structure. The former Pentagon Ath-
letic Center (POAC) was entirely underground. Subsequently, 
PENREN had to completely demolish the building’s interior.  
The surrounding walls and roof remained intact. 

Some of the building’s impressive architectural design ele-
ments include a two story Grand Hall entrance with terrazzo 
fl ooring and expansive columns throughout the facility.  Natu-
ral light fl ows into the building from several large skylights 
and a glass curtain wall at the center of the Grand Hall en-
trance. 

PLC2 is operational and open to Pentagon visitors.  The 
120,000 square facility is home to the Army library, 16 confer-
ence rooms operated by the Department of Defense Conces-
sions Committee and several offi ces under the Pentagon Force 
Protection Agency.  

Now, Pentagon tenants have access to in-house support for per-
formances, lectures and other venues. PLC2 also allows Pen-
tagon tenants to host large meetings and conferences. There is 
also a large multi-purpose room, complete with a stage and au-
dio visual capabilities. In the coming months, PLC2 will open 
a café that will offer catering services. It is another element 
that demonstrates the facility’s full service functionality.

Pentagon Memorial Project 

Excavation  and  utility  work are steadily progressing for the Pentagon Memorial site.  It is a phase of 
the project that is expected to be completed early 2007.  Currently, the structural bridging layer is being 
installed.  The design team is in the process of fi nalizing all component parts for the Memorial Unit proto-
type which will be assembled and installed on site mid-December.

The project’s approval process for the United States Commission of Fine Arts (CFA) and National Capital 
Planning Commission (NCPC) is also nearing completion.  The NCPC provides overall planning guidance 
for federal land and buildings in the National Capital Region. The CFA, established in 1910 by Act of Con-
gress, “provides expert advice to the President, Congress and the heads of departments and agencies of 
the Federal and District of Columbia governments on matters of design and aesthetics, as they affect the 
Federal interest and preserve the dignity of the nation’s capital.”

In Wedge 3, Phase 1, the short integrated production schedule (SIPS) is near comple-
tion. SIPS is the schedule used to guide the tenant fi t-out components for construction.  
The escalator foyer is progressing, including the terrazzo placement and ceiling framing for Wedge 3.
On the third fl oor, construction for the food court and kitchens are ongoing. The second fl oor kitchens are 
also progressing with overhead mechanical, electrical and plumbing work underway. Additionally, me-
chanical, electrical, plumbing, wall framing and rough-in work for other Wedge 3 spaces are on-going.  

In Wedge 3, Phase 2,  SIPS is underway.  In Corridor 9, electrical vault work is progressing with an expected  
completion date in mid-December.  Also, Corridor 8 escalator ceiling (second fl oor) framing is completed.

PENREN manages the design and construction effort for the Pentagon Memorial.  The Memorial 
will commemorate the 184 lives lost at the Pentagon and on board Flight 77 on September 11, 
2001.
